An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 
37 CFR 1,312.

The appUcation has been amended as follows: 

In dependent claim 9, line 1, after "The method of claim", delete "8". 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 9-12 and 25-29 are allowed. 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art taken alone or in combination neither discloses nor makes obvious 
the instant process of claims as a whole. Specifically, the prior art of record, Givargizov 
et al. (U.S. Patent 6,458,206) discloses a method for forming a micro tip for a micro 
probe utilized in testing semiconductor integrated circuit devices, the method comprising 
the steps of (FIGS. 4A-E and related text): depositing a thick oxide layer (FIG. 4A, 104) 
upon a substrate (FIG. 4A, 102), wherein a thickness of the thick oxide layer is thick with 
respect to a thickness of the substrate; and defining a micro tip (FIG. 4E, 120) for a 
microprobe from the thick oxide layer upon the substrate through pluraKty of subsequent 
semiconductor manufacturing operations performed upon the substrate and layers thereof 
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but fails to teach or suggest the AppUcant's steps of performing a second metal sputter 
operation upon the substrate, following the chemical mechanical polishing operation 
performed upon the substrate and the layers thereof; and performing a second 
lithographic operation upon the substrate and the layers thereof following the second 
metal sputter operation performed upon the substrate, in order to define a shape of the 
micro tip as recited in the independent claims.
